Occupy Wall Street’s 
makeshift ‘kitchen’ 
feeds thousands daily 


New York 

Seventy-year-old Phyllis Coelho 
plunged her blue gloved hands into 
a plastic sink of gray soapy water and 
spent an afternoon last week cheer- 
fully washing dishes “to support the 
revolution.” The retired social work- 
er had traveled from Belfast, Maine, 
the day before with her 78-year-old 
friend Jane Sanford. 

They headed directly to the pro- 
test at Zuccotti Park because, they 
said, it was time to “show up.” 

At a table behind her, Nan Ter- 
rie, an 18 -year- old law student from 
Orlando, Fla., was furiously chop- 
ping carrots and onions even as she 
juggled cell phone calls from people 
wanting to donate food and handed 
hastily scribbled “to do” lists for other 
volunteers. Anj Ferrara, a 24-year-old 
artist, was tearing open some of the 
40 boxed pizzas that had just arrived. 
And Tom Hintze, a 24-year-old bike 
tour guide, was trying to figure out 
the logistics of getting a truck and 
driver to pick up massive trays of 
pulled pork from Brooklyn. 

The makeshift “kitchen” in the 
center of the park is the ever-evolv- 
ing heart of the Occupy Wall Street 
encampment, managing to feed thou-

But Cain’s economic ideas, 
support and organization have 
close ties to two billionaire broth- 
ers who bankroll right-leaning 
causes through their group Amer- 
icans for Prosperity. 

Cain’s campaign manager and 
a number of aides have worked for 
Americans for Prosperity, or AFP, 
the advocacy group founded with 
support from billionaire brothers 
Charles and David Koch that lob- 
bies for lower taxes and less govern- 
ment regulation and spending. Cain 
credits businessman Rich Low- 


rie, who served on an AFP adviso- 
ry board, with helping devise his 
“9-9-9” plan to rewrite the nation’s 
tax code. And his years of speaking 
at AFP events have given the busi- 
nessman and radio host a network 
of loyal grassroots fans. 

Once little-known, Cain’s politi- 
cal activities are getting fresh scruti- 
ny these days since he soared to the 


top of some national polls. His links 
to the Koch brothers could under- 
cut his outsider, non-political image 
among people who detest politics 
as usual and candidates connect- 
ed with the party machine.

Anxiety, joy pervade 
highly anticipated

This week’s planned Mideast 
prisoner swap is unleashing deep 
anguish in Israel and widespread 
elation in the Palestinian territo- 
ries, laying bare the chasm of per- 
spective dividing the two sides. 

The Israeli public, first joyful 
over the deal, is aghast at having 
to release 1,027 Palestinian pris- 
oners, including convicted perpe- 
trators of bombings and grisly kid- 
nappings, though most understand 
that’s what it takes to free Sgt. Gilad 


Schalit, an Israeli captured by Gaza 
militants in June 2006. 

Palestinians, with equal fervor, 
hail the returnees as heroes. 
Shalom Rahum, whose 16-year- 


old son Ofir was lured to the West 
Bank by a woman and killed, said 
her release was reopening a pain- 
ful episode. “Our little consolation 
was our bit of justice,” he told Isra- 


el TV. “If there were a peace trea- 
ty, I’d say ... release all the pris- 
oners because we are opening a 
new page. But we are not signing 
a peace treaty.” 

A Hamas leader in Gaza, Mah- 
moud Zahar, told the Israeli daily 
Yediot Ahronot in an interview 
published Sunday that the swap 
will encourage the Islamic group 
to capture more soldiers. 

To address Israeli security con- 
cerns, Hamas agreed to have more 
than 200 West Bank-based prison- 
ers deported to either the penned-in 
Gaza Strip or to a third country. 

Palestinian President Mahmoud 
Abbas was planning a reception for 
released prisoners Tuesday, an aide

Transit Groups Near Deal 


Commission may soon 
release millions kept 
from local agencies 

Transportation 

Virginia officials and the Northern 
Virginia Transportation Commis- 
sion said last week they are close 
to a deal that would release mil- 
lions of dollars that’s been with- 
held since July for area transit 
agencies. 

The NVTC said it had been 
seeking clarification in a new con- 
tract that state officials wanted it 
to sign to give Virginia more rep- 
resentation on some local trans- 
portation boards. 

Virginia’s Department of Rail 
and Public Transportation has 
withheld nearly $30 million from 
the NVTC, and the amount is 
expected to grow to $40 million by 
the middle of this month, accord- 
ing to the NVTC. Thelma D. Drake, 


director of the DRPT, had said the 
state would not release the funds 
until the NVTC signed the deal. 

Fifty-four entities across the 
state were asked to sign the amend- 
ed transit contracts with the state. 
Only the NVTC, Fairfax, Arlington 
and Alexandria have refused, state 
officials said.

The NVTC’s members — four of 
whom are Metro board members 
— had said they worried about vio- 
lating rules for local transit agen- 
cies, including Metro. 

Each year, the DRPT gives 
$168 million to the NVTC. The 


money helps fund Metro which 
receives $93 million; Virginia Rail- 
way Express; and bus systems in 
Arlington, Fairfax and Loudoun 
counties and Alexandria. 

Virginia Gov. Robert F. McDon- 
nell appointed lawyer James Dyke 
in September to serve on the NVTC, 
which elects four representatives to 
the Metro board. McDonnell had 
long been trying to get a seat on 
the Metro board, saying the tran- 
sit agency needed more oversight 
from state government. 

The NVTC agreed last week to 
appoint Dyke to the Metro board 
in January. 

Kala Quintana, NVTC’s direc- 
tor of communications, said the 
agreement from DRPT “on the face 
looks fine.” She said lawyers in the 
local jurisdictions were reviewing 
it to “make sure they’re comfort- 
able with the language.” She said 
it would be sent to the NVTC to 
make sure “nobody has any major 

issues.” (THE WASHINGTON POST)

Dozens of law enforcement offi- 
cers, aided by volunteers and dogs 
trained to sniff for cadavers, are 
searching two parks in Montgom- 
ery County for 11-year-old William 
McQuain, who has been missing 
for two weeks and whose mother 
was found slain in the apartment 
they shared in Germantown, a 
Montgomery police spokesman 
said Sunday. 

As of 1:45 p.m., the officers were 
searching Damascus Recreational 
Park and Little Bennett Regional 
Park based on information devel- 


oped during the investigation. Capt. 
Paul Starks said detectives hope to 
find William alive, but “we can’t 
ignore this recent information.” 

The search party includes five 
dog teams and seven mounted 
horse teams. “A lot of this is heav- 
ily wooded” area, Starks said. 

The spokesman said detectives 
also are following leads based on the 
hope William is alive. The search 
under way Sunday was an ominous 
sign, particularly for friends and 
family members of William’s. 

The body of his mother, Jane 
McQuain, 51, was found Wednesday 
inside their apartment. She died of 
stab wounds and blunt force trau- 
ma, police said.

Feds Scrutinize Gray Mayoral Campaign 


Washington 

Federal investigators digging into 
irregularities in the campaign of 
Mayor Vincent C. Gray have inter- 
viewed several of his associates and 
election staff members, subpoenaed 
reams of documents, and granted 
immunity to at least one witness 
who testified before a grand jury, 
according to nearly a dozen peo- 
ple familiar with the probe. 

The criminal probe began after 
onetime mayoral candidate Sulai- 
mon Brown alleged in March that 
he was paid by the Gray campaign 
to disparage then-Mayor Adrian 
M. Fenty during last year’s Dem- 
ocratic primary. 

Brown also claims that the Gray 


campaign promised him a city job 
in return for his political attacks 
on Fenty. 

In addition to Brown’s allega- 
tions, investigators are examining 
possible irregularities in money- 
order donations to Gray’s cam- 
paign, some of which appear to 
have violated city campaign reg- 
ulations, the sources said. 

The mayor and senior cam- 
paign staff members have denied 
any wrongdoing related to either 
Brown’s allegations or the money- 
order donations. 

Through their questioning 
of campaign staff members and 
their interest in campaign docu- 
ments, investigators appear to be 
focusing on consultant Howard L.

Thousands join Obama and civil rights 


leaders to honor King’?

For many who helped dedicate the new 
Martin Luther King Jr. Memorial on Sunday 
in D.C., the towering granite monument is 
a stark reminder that the civil rights lead- 
er’s dream of social and economic justice 
has yet to be realized. 

In many ways, the ceremony was a 
passing of the torch to a younger gen- 
eration with speeches marked by fierce 
rhetoric over the nation’s economic dis- 
parities. 

Thousands gathered at the memorial 
site, some as early as 5 a.m., to hear Pres- 
ident Obama, King’s children and other 
civil rights leaders. Speaker after speaker 
invoked King’s “I Have a Dream” speech 
from 1963 to challenge others to carry 
on his fight. 

“Yes, my father had a dream. It was a 
dream, he said, that was deeply embed- 
ded in the American dream,” said King’s 
son Martin Luther King III. “The problem 
is the American dream of 50 years ago ... 
has turned into a nightmare for millions” 
who have lost their jobs and homes. 

The nation has “lost its soul,” he said, 
when it tolerates such vast economic dis- 
parities, teen bullying, and having more 
people of color in prison than in college. 

His sister, the Rev. Bernice King, said 
her family was proud to witness the memo- 
rial’s dedication and hopes it will spur 
action to solve the nation’s problems. 

Other speakers included union lead- 
ers, the Rev. Jesse Jackson, and Andrew 
Young, the former Atlanta mayor and U.N.

Tis the season for pumpkin beer, 
and, accordingly, pumpkin beer re- 
search. This reporter bravely ventured 
into a seasonal ale smackdown to 




bring you tales of the various pumpkin 
beers available across the city. 

l The losers: Wood- 


sy Stewart uses the term “bugs" as a nonscientific catchall for tiny, creepy, crawly creatures. We know a spider is not a bug. 


The Schlafly Pumpkin 
Ale ($7 at Church Key, 1337 14th St. 
NW) was inoffensive but too sweet 
and boring compared to other options. 
w The runners-up: Great Pumpkin 
(Heavy Seas Brewing Co., $7.50 at 
Church Key) is very pumpkin-y but 
avoids the sweetness trap, with a 
strong hoppy flavor. Boxcar Pumpkin 
Porter (Starr Hill Brewing Co., $6.50 at 
RFD) is dark (not for a porter, but for a 
pumpkin beer) and keeps the autum- 
nal flavor subtle but unmistakable. 

» The King: The best of all the pump- 
kin ales I tasted is Southern Tier’s 
Pumking. This is a beer that even 
pumpkin naysayers can get behind — 
it’s pungent and spicy with a gor- 
geous, complex flavor. 


The Great Pumking 

Unfortunately, even bars and liquor 
stores that normally stock Southern 
Tier's Pumking (such as Church Key 
and Ace Beverage) are sold out. To 
find it, you’ll have to go to Bier Baron 
(1523 22nd St. NW), which is hoarding 
its kegs of the stuff for a pumpkin 
beer tasting on Oct. 27 at 7:30 p.m.

I was 
always searching for stories about 
famous people. Marquis de Sade is 
in there — there’s sort of a kinky 
bug story involving him.

It’s about the Spanish fly, which 
was believed to be an aphrodisiac 
— and it’s not. It severely irritates 
the urinary tract, so men would 
experience erections as a result of 
having ingested [powdered] Span- 
ish fly. Marquis de Sade, thinking 
that the Spanish fly had what I 
guess we could describe as Viagra- 
like powers, slipped it onto some 


candy and offered it to prostitutes. 
They got very, very sick. 

Were bugs to rise up and take 
over the world, ants would be the 
biggest threat, because there are 
so many of them and they’re so 
organized. True? 

Exactly. The estimate is that 
there are 200 million [insects] for

Carrying His Own Tune 


Harry Belafonte's 
Long fight for justice 
is depicted in 'Song' 


Documentary 

At 84, Harry Belafonte 
doesn’t sing publicly any- 
more. But today his music 
is no less rich or compelling than 
before, even delivered in the form 
of the spoken words he voices lyr- 
ically and from his heart. 

“What a blessing, what a bless- 
ing,” he marvels in his distinctive 
sandy whisper, summing up his 
life in a recent interview. 

Belafonte may be best remem- 
bered as the voice behind “Day- 
O (Banana Boat Song),” but the 
actor and singer was a remark- 
able artist, humanitarian and civil 
rights advocate.

fonte’s life and the era the rest of 
us have shared with him. 

After Marlon Brando — his old 
friend with whom he took acting 
classes in the early 1950s and sub- 
sequently became allied in the civil 
rights movement — died in 2004, 
Belafonte started filming his peers 
“who had done incredible things 
but never talked about it.” 

He and filmmaker Susanne Ros- 
tock crafted his hours of film foot- 


age into a saga gracefully narrated 
by Belafonte that spans the distance 
from a 1950s Las Vegas engage- 
ment where he defiantly swam in 
his hotel’s whites-only swimming 
pool to masterminding 1985’s all-
